Washington, July 9.—There was a 
continuation of peace talk yesterday and 
other evidences in this line; are com­ 
ing to the surface. 
Such, for instance, 
was the confirmation by the state de­ 
partment of the report that the Cadiz 
fleet was returning to bpain, since it is 
scarcely conceivable that the Spanish 
government would doom this last rem ­ 
nant of their fleet to destruction at the 
hands of W atson's squadron, which In 
all probe Witty could head it off before it 
reached Cadis, its home port. 
There­ 
fore, th* assumption is that the Spanish 
government calculates that at least aa 
armistice precedent to peace will be ob­ 
tained before the ships reach Spain. An 
unusually definite report was in circula­ 
tion that the United States had been 
sounded in the interest of peace by the 
British ambassador, but when it was 
brought to Sir Julian Pouuoefote’s at­ 
tention he authorised an explicit denial 
aud said be had not communicated with 
the government in any way regarding 
the termination of the war. 
C ond ition* nt S antiago. 
Conditione at Santiago also are re­ 
garded as favorable just now according 
to a dispatch received from General 
Shafter. 
The impression prevails that 
the Spanish are in a desperate plight 
within the lines of the city and General 
Shelter's action in allowing Linares to 
communicate freely with Madrid is an 
im plica hon that there is at least a rea­ 
sonable hope that the Spanish general 
contemplates 
a surrender. 
However 
that may be, every preparation is mak ­ 
ing for 
a great engagement, the final 
one at Santiago it is hoped. 
The de­ 
partment has not heard so far of tbs a r­ 
rival of the reinforcements, but believes 
they have reached Shafter. 
The great­ 
est difficulty that has been encountered 
is in the landing of troops and supplies. 
This being the hurricane season, and 
the wind setting straight on the south­ 
ern coast, the masters of the transports 
have become alarmed and tak en their 
ships many miles out to sea, necessitat­ 
ing long journeys by the ships’ boats, 


w hic h mak e their landings through the 
surf with the greatest difficulty and 
danger. 
So slow and tedious has been 
the service under these conditions that 
Secretary Alger has ordered General 
Shafter to seize the transports one and 
all and place them as near the coast as 
he chooses, withoot regard to the fears 
of their masters. 
A d m ira l C a rv e rs. 
The government has not yet deter* 
mined how to dispose of Admiral der- 
Vera. 
A feeling of the highest adm ira­ 
tion prevails here at the gallantry dis­ 
played by the old warrior and the noble 
spirit exhibited by him under misfor­ 
tune.

Kingston, Jamaica, July 9.—The Brit­ 
ish cruiser Talbot, which left Havana 
on Tuesday, July 5, arrived at Port 
Royal yesterday with 23 passengers, 
among them Sir 
Alexander Gollan, 
British consul general at Havana, and 
Mr. Higgins of the British consulate. 
Mr. Higgins said: 
"The city of Havana is quiet and there 
are no new complications. 
The well- 
to-do inhabitants are subsisting tolera­ 
bly, but tne poor are dying of starvation 
In the streets. 
There are many sights 
of terrible misery. 
The barrack s are 
filled with starving women. 
"The soldiers are fairly well fed. Gen­ 
eral Bando has been sending troops into 
the interior, it is said, enroute for San­ 
tiago, but I do not see how they will get 
there. 
"The block ade is maintained and ves­ 
sels are frequently turned back . 
Every­ 
body is anxious 
f or the conclusion of the 
war, though the soldiers wish to fight 
and allthe officials are resolute. 
There 
is uo flour in Havana aud no meat, while 
hams are scarce.” 
Sir Alexander Gollan declined to say 
anything on the condition of things at 
Havaua. 
The other passengers of the Talbot 
are, for the most part, female refugees.

According to his story, there are many 
Spanish soldiers in Gnautauamo in the 
same condition of starvation. 
He ?ays there is absolutely nothing to 
eat there, but that the Spaniards are 
daily told that if they surrcdder to the 
Americans they are sure to lie murdered. 
A captain and three privates from 
Oaracaoo came into the bay yesterday 
in a small sailboat and were pick ed up 
by the cruiser Marblehead. 
They were 
ostensibly gieatly surprised aud claimed 
not to have k now n that the bay was in 
the possession of the Americans. 
They 
report that there is a great scarcity of 
food at Caincaoo and that the Spanish 
troops there are in bad shape. 
Over 20,000 rations for reconcentrados 
have been landed across the bay by 
Commander McCallaof the Marblehead 
aud the half-starviug Cubans are flock ­ 
ing in from the hills for food.

Madrid, July 9.—La Correspondence 
de Espaua says there is a feeling of 
alarm due to the belief that the I uited 
States warships Oregon, Texas aud New 
York are now on their way to Spain, 
and that precautions are beiug tak en at 
all the seaports to avoid a surprise. 
The ministers are divided in their 
opinions as to the advisability of inane 
diate negotiations for peace. 
The war 
party is inclined to adopt the view of 
Marshal Martinez Campos who consid­ 
ers that the army must first by a noble 
victory wipe out the defeat of the navy. 
The peace party urges direct negotia­ 
tions with the United States rarher than 
through the powers whose selfishness has* 
allowed Spain to be crushed b r a strong 
enemy and who may now intrigue for 
harder conditions, desiring to profit by 
her dismemberment. 
The cabinet council last evening con­ 
sidered the questions of new cables and 
aud military measures necessary in view 
of au American attack upou Spanish 
ports. 
All rumors as to peace negotiation? 
are semi-offieially declared to be un­ 
founded. 
A dispatch from Santiago says that 
after the Merrimac prisoners were ex­ 
changed General 
Shafter again de­ 
manded that the town should surren­ 
der, declaring that otherwise the attack 
would recommence at noon, 
The dis­ 
patch gives no dare for the time for re­ 
sumption which is believed to be today. 
It concludes by saying that although 
guilt Iago lack s provisions it will defend 
itself uutil the end.

The Spectator draws, as a conclusion 
from the battle, the conviction that the 
American fleet could face even the 
French fleet without great risk of dis­ 
aster aud it says: 
"So far as the German and American 
navies go there would be no compari­ 
son.

pared in the following way: Live crabs 
are poured over w ith the ordinary 
whisk y until they get asleep They are 
then put on a bread pin in a hot oven, 
thoroughly dried and pulverized and 
the powder passed through a fine d eva 
One dose, a teaspoonful, is generally 
sufficient to cure the interm ittent fever. 
In very obstinate arses a .second dose is 
req uired 
Each dose is invariably pre­ 
ceded by a glass of aloe brandy as a 
purgative. 
The powder is used in that 
locality in preference to quinine.

A meeting of the druggists o* our 
city was held yesterday afternoon to 
consider sn advance in the price of 
patent medicines and proprietary prep­ 
arations. 
It seems that the manu­ 
facturers of patent medicines and pro­ 
prietary articles have taken undue ad­ 
vantage of the recent war revenue tax 
by advancing the whosesale prices of 
their preparations far in excess of the 
revenue tax imposed by the govern 
meat.

body is anxious for the conclusion of the 
war, though the soldiers wish to fight 
and allthe officials are resolute.
